WASHINGTON, March 17.—There 
was much reluctance shown at the 
War Department today to discuss a 
cable dispatch from Gen. Otis, which 
was regarded as “most important by 
‘those who read it as indicating that 
hostilities might cease very sud- 
denly in the Philippines and a col- 
lapse of the insurrection come at 
any time. 

The reasons for the belief of Gen. 
Otis that a climax might came at 
any hour were not stated, but his 
assumption was based on the favor- 
able reports he had received from 
various sources that the Filipinos 
were tired of the war and Aguinal- 
do’s leadership. It is believed at 
the War Department that the meth- 
ods in which the Americans have 
continued the fighting has done 
much to convince the Filipinos on 
the uselessness of trying to drive 
cut the United States forces, The 
fighting has been a diffecreut 
character from that to which they 
were necustomed when _ the Span- 
jiards were in possession of Manila. 

Gen. Otis’s cablegram has caused 
a great deal of gratification. It was 
sent to the President at Thomas- 
viile. The preparations that have 
been under way to send further 
troops and supplies to the Philip- 
light batteries which 
Gen. Otis requested in the eable of 
last night will be sent, as they may 
be usefal in future operations and 
in case of disturbance in distaat 
parts of the islands.

SITUATION “T MANILA, 


General View of Affairs, not Seen 
the Press Censor, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT. | 


| HONGKONG, March 17.—[By Asiatic 


Cable.}] The following general view of 
the situation is from a correspondent 
of the Associated Press at Manila, and 
has mot been subjected to censorship: 

“The most remarkable feature of the 
situation is the inability of the Ameri- 
cans and residents to estimate the num- 
ber; -resources, and plans. of the Fili- 
pinos. Prominent generals say that 
two or three disastrous battles will 
break .their spirit and make them-sue 
for terms. 

“The English and other residents are 
of the opinion that the extermination 
of the Tagalos is the only guarantee of 
peace. That they can easily be whipped 
in every battle, but they will dodge a 
meeting with the American forces. 
Some people -think they will risk bat- 
tles at Malabon and Varanque, for 


are strongly entrenched, and if 


they are defeated they will resume 
bushwhacking as long as any of them 
are left. 

“United States Consul Williams says: 
‘I don’t expect to live to see the end 
of the war.’ * 

“The rebels shift about so much that 
it is impossible to estimate their num- 

The correspondent questioned several 
of the generals as to the number of 
the rebels, and their repli¢s ranged 
from 20,000 to 100,000. The estimates of 
the quantity of arms poss¢ssed by the 
rebels are equally uncertain. 

The best authorities say 320,000 rifles. 
Large sections of the armed natives 
are ignorant of the use of their 
weapons. 


The country beyond the American 


picket lines is rice flelds, cane and 
brush. The. rebels are familiar with 
the hiding places. The residents say 
the .Tagalos are unanimously rebels, 
and they predict the Americans will be 
resisted at Mildoro “‘dindanao, and 
that they will be obliged to subdue 
them. 

The extent of the support which the 
other Luzon tribes are giving Aguin- 
aldo is a mystery. It is known that 
several regiments were under arms be- 
fore the outbreak, and a majority of 
them are supposed to be jealous of the 
Tagalos, who are reported to be treat- 
ing the other tribes in the fashion of 
the Spaniards, dominating the island 
and holding all the offices. 

Reports from the rebels are to the 
recent tactics of the 
Americans in retiring to their estab- 
lished lines after pursuing, makes the 
rebels think they are winning a vic- 
tory. The oriental character is so de- 
ceptive that the residents of Manila 
are ignorant as to whether their own 
servants sympathize with the rebels 
or not. It is known that a rebel or- 
ganization exists in the city, and the 
evidence is growing that there was a 
widespread plot to assassinate’ the 
Americans, the signal being the com- 
mencement of hostilities. The gserv- 
ants were instructed to kill their em- 
ployers, but they were terrorized by 
the vengeance dealt out to offenders, 
and they weakened. 

The rebels have been supplied with 
ammunition, and are using smokeless 
powder. 

Nearly every house here displays a 

foreign flag for protection. 
All flags except the Spanish flag are 
seen. Natives working in the fields 
plant a white flag on a bamboo, as a 
protection against being mistaken for 
active rebels: every house between the 
city and the American line is a heap 
of ashes. 

The residents are the chief sufferers 
from the present state of affairs. Food 
commodities have doubled and trehled 


in: price, and many lines of business 
are at a standstill. 
About three hundred saloons 


have been opened here since the Amer- 
ican occupation. with the result that 
many drunken soldiers are to be seen 
in the streets. The officers, however. 
say the conduct of the soldiers is better 
than those oftany other nations under 
similar. circumstances,

PHILIPPINE MOSQUITO FLEET. 

Navy Deperrtment Takiiig Steps to 
Form One Soon, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 

WASHINGTON. March 17,—The Navy 
‘Department is.taking steps toward the 
formation of a mosquito fleet for the 
Philippines. The conditions now .pre- 
Vailing in Luzon indicate that for a 
long time it will be necessary to main- 
tain a strict police of the coast and 
inland waters. For the -inland work. 
especially, the department need 
some very light draft boats. For this 
work the hig ocean tugs that formed 
the mosquito fleet that operated around 
Cuba during the blockade, and of which 
the government has a number, are now 
being looked over with a view to just 
this service. Some of them are on the 
Pacific Coast. 

The department has figured out a 
coasting voyage that will take them 
up the Alaskan coast. coaling at Sitka, 
Unalaska. Cook's Inlet and so down 
through the Aleutian Islands to Haka- 
dote, the northern point of Japan. 


‘Thence they can make the run across 


the China Sea down to Hongkong and 
thenee to the Philippines. It will be 
about a two-months’ voyage, but one 
that can be made safely. Spain had 
a large fleet of these small gunboats 
and torpedo beats, admirably suited 
for this work, but has recently sold 
thirteen of them at Hongkong. It is 
possible that some of these vessels 
may be purchased by the govern- 
ment in case they are in good condi- 
tion and can be had for a reasonable 
sum.

FIERY HORROR

Ten to Fiiteen Killed and Many

Windsor Hotel Consumed by the 
Devouting Element.

Spectacular and Agonizing

NEW YORK, March 17.--[ Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Windsor Hotel, for 
thirty years one of the famous hotels 
in New York, was whipped up in flame 
this_afternoon,. and its ashes are 
funeral pyre .of probably fifteen per- 
sons. In adition to the dead, a half 
hundred maimed and burned are in the 
hospital. 

Eleven bodies have been found, and 
identified, and the search still goes on. 
There is an ominous list gf missing. 

The fire occurred in the middle of the 
day in what was, for the time being, 
the most crowded part of the city, 
for Fifth avenue was jammed with 
sightseers from. curb line to house 
line, and from curb to curb with St. 
Patrick's day paraders. 

To this. fact is due, perhaps, some 
of the loss of life, and a good deal of 
the serious injury to person. So sud- 
denly did the fire start and so quickly 
did’ it sweep through the big -hotel, 
from floor to floor, from street to roof, 
from side to side, that if there had 
been no crowd and nothing to hamper 
the work of the firemen, there would 
still have been many accidents and 
fatalities. 

HEROIC RUSH OF RESCUERS. 

No dash of cavalry against the bayo- 
nets of a hollow square could have 
been more heroic than the rush of the 
rescuers into the blazing, crackling 
pile, when the cry came for help. 

Civilians, soldiers, firemen, police- 


men, were alike impetuous and splen- | 


did in their courage, and men in: the 
parade passing the hotel as the flames 
began to curl from the upper floors 
of the hotel broke from the ranks 
and dashed into the furnace. : 
In the great mass of people banked 
in the streets contiguous to the fire 
were scores of firemen spending the 
day off. So strongly did life-saving 
duty impel them that as many as could 
do so made their way to the ladders 
at the hotel entrance, to wherever 
they saw a chance for saving human 
life, and the same spirit animated the 
policemen detailed for fire duty. 
Two and perhaps three went to 
a death that only heroes die. Had they 
been permitted, nine out of ten civil- 
ians in the crowd would have willingly 
risked their lives to save the lives of 
others. And it was all because of the 


terrible distinctness of the scene and! 


the appeal it made to manhood. | 

Night was not on to make uncertain 
the extent of the calamity. In the 
bright sunlight helpless beings could

WORST IN MANY YEARS. 

It is the worst hotel fire that New 
York has had for many years. It may 
be days before the list of dead is com- 
plete.

YORK. March 17.—Flames 
Which originated from the igniting of 
a Jace curtain burst forth the 
second floor of the Windsor Hotel, at 
Forty-seventh street and Fifth ave- 
nue, shortly after 3 o’clock this after- 
noon, just. as the St. Patrick's day 
parade was passing the building, and 
in a few moments they had leaped 
to the roof and enveloped the entire 
Fifth avente and Forty-seventh-street 
fronts of the hotel. : 

Ten minutes later the flames were 
roaring through the interior of the ho- 
tel and all escape by means of stair- 
ways and elevators was cut off. There 
were the wildest scenes of excitement. 
Hundrds of guests and employés were 
in the hotel when the fire broke out, 
and for many of them escape ‘vas 
impossible. 

Probably from ten to fifteen lives 
were lost within half an hour, and 
from thirty to forty persons were in- 
jured by jumping from windows and 
rushing through the roaring flames in 
the eorridors and on the stairways. 
Many who were injured died later in 
near-by residences, and at the hos- 
pitals, and others who made wild leaps 
to the stone sidewalks were so badly 
injured that they are still hovering 
between life and death.

VETOED AND APPROVED. | 

Gov. Gage has vetoed Assembly 
bills 373 and 651. 

Assembly Bill No. 373 was intended 
to amend sections 3671 Hind 3572 of the 
Political Code relating to public lands 
and funds. 

Assembly Bill No. 651 authorizes the 
appointment of an agent to be ap- 
pointed by the Governor to collect 
money from the Federal government 
advanced by thé State during the re- 
bellion.

ban politics. Most of the speakers in- 
sisted on proclaiming the deposed gen- 
eral-in-chief the sole guarantor of in- 
sular interests and the inevitable thead 
of the still unformed Cuban republic. 
In reply to these highly-flattering as- 
surances, Gen. Gomez cautiously, but 
still suggestively, declared that he 
could not think of accepting the Presi- 
dential title unless it were bestowed 
upon him by the unanimous vote of the 
Cuban people. 

This answer disclosed an intention 
singularly at variance with the pro- 
gramme he announced in, his manifesto 
of Sunday last in response to the As- 
sembly’s resolution deposing him from 
office. In that manifesto, he said that 
his sole desire was now to_retire to pri- 
vate life and end his days in peace on 
his plantation in San Domingo ' His 
new attitude is also in striking con- 
trast with his offer of his sword toa 
committee of Porto Ricans which had 
suggested the initiation of a movement 
for independence in that island. Go- 
mez’s latest change of front is due 
doubtless to the overwhelming charac- 
ter of the victory he has won over the 
Assembly and-to the elation he feels at 
the almost universal support offered to 
him by all classes of Cuban population.

MORE TROUBLE FOR BETHEL. 


Now Charged With Felony Instead 
4 of Misdemeanor. 

Luther A. Bethel, who has been lying 
in jail for the past month awaiting 
trial on a misdemeanor charge of 
adultery, was rearrested yesterday on 
a felony charge. Bethel, it is charged, 
forsook his lawful wife in San Fran- 
cisco, and for some time past has been 
living in this city with a woman who 
calls herself Mrs. Lillie Rife. At first 
it was supposed that Mrs. Rife was a 
single woman, in which case Bethel 
could be charged only with a misde- 
meanor,, but now the District Attorney 
claims to have undisputable proof that 
the woman’s true name is Mrs. Lillie 
Peaslee, and that her husband, J. M. 
Peaslee, married her at San José, Cal., 
in January, 1898, later removing to 
Stanwood, Wash. She being a married 
woman, the offense committed ~ by 
Bethel would be a felony, instead of a 
misdemeanor. 

The woman was also arrested yes- 
terday on a felony charge, and both 
were arraigned in the afternoon before 
Justice Austin, the new complaint 
being sworn to by Detective Paul 
Flammer, who alleges that between 
June 10, 1898, and February 14, 1899, 
a felony was committed by Luther A. 
Bethel and Lillian Peaslee, who did 
unlawfully and _ feloniously to- 
gether in a state of open and notorious 
cohabitation and adultery, each being 
then and there married to another per- 
son and not to each other. 

The District Attorney's office was 
represented by Gen. Johnstone Jones, 
who stated emphatically that he was 
in possession of proof sufficient to con- 
vict the couple.

The Belgian Hare, 


Since the publication of several ar-— 


ticles in The Times in regard to the 
Belgian hare, which has for many years 
been very popular in Europe, and 
more recently in

number Angeles people have— 


been making inquiries on this subject, | 


and some are preparing to raise these 
animals on a more or less extensive 
scale. At the same time, the flesh of 
the hare has become quite popular 
among the limited number of epicures 
in Los Angeles who have tried it. The 
demand for hare meat is certain to in- 
crease rapidly, and it will probably do 
so faster than-the supply, tor the _rea- 
son that the demand for breeding stock 
is so great throughout a large portion 
of the Pacific Coast that only a small 
proportion of the increase will be of- 
fered for table use for some time to 
come. 

In order that the industry may not 
become injured in its infancy, on this 
Coast, beginners should be particular 
to thoroughly inform themselves upon 
the characteristics of the Belgian hare, 
before selecting their foundation stock. 
Aside from the points of excellence de- 
scribed in the standard adopted by the 


_ National Belgian Hare Club, there are 


points possess by the Belgian hare 
that are of the greatest importance, 
and which are not to be found in any 
other breed of hare. The first of these 
is the great proportion of high-priced 
meat in a carcass, the ham, loin, and 
great length of side between the ham 
and the shoulder, with the least pos- 
sible weight in these portions of the 
carcass that are the least desirable, 
the shoulder, neck and foreleg. Other 
valuable characteristics of the Belgian 
hare are the greater size of pelts, with 
a richness of color of the fur, and fully 
50 per cent. more meat produced by an 
animal, and last,. but not least, the 
juicy, rich flavor of the flesh, which is 
unequaled by the flesh of any other 
domesticated animal. In these qualities 
the Belgian hare excels the German 
hare and the Silver Gray hare, beyond 
comparison. These two breeds resem- 
ble the Belgian to some extent, especi- 


,ally in color, and to the inexperienced 


in general contour, but as meat. pro- 
ducers, fur producers and money pfto- 
ducers, they are not to be compared 
with the Belgian hare. 

Dr. Platt of this city, who makes a 
specialty of raising the Belgian hare, 
reports that in Kansas City Reed 


Storm sold the meat of the Belgian. 


hare in large quantities last year for 
25 cents per pound. This is noteworthy, 
‘because Kansas City is one of the 
headquarters of. the meat industry, and 
meat is very cheap there, so that any 
steak may be purchased for 10 cents a 
pound, and ordinary cuts for 8 cents. 
Denver has a hare cannery in course of 
construction, and breeding does are in 
such demand that the price has doubled 
recently. Some Denver breeders who 
have made recent importations from 
England have paid as much as $325 for 
four animals, and others have cost $100 
each. Young thoroughbred animals are 
now selling there at $15 each, and ma- 
tured does at $20 to $50 each. 

An old lady in Colorado makes a 
good deal of money out of the skins, in 
addition to what she receives for the 
meat. She makes the skins into rugs. 
collarettes, capes and muffs, receiving 
good prices for them. She breeds over 
forty. does and cares for them herself, 
tanning the pelts. making up the furs, 
selling the meat and the fur garments. 

It is claimed that Belgian hares are 
never troubled with vermin, and rarely 
with disease: also that more than a 
hundred of them can be raised. on a 
space required to care for a dozen 
fowls. and that, although they sell for 
nearly twice as much per pound, it 
only costs a little over half as much 
to produce the meat as it does to pro- 
duce chicken meat. 

Here in Los Angeles, a young busi- 
ness man is preparing to go into this 
industry on a large scale, and will prob- 
ably open up a cannery to put up hare 
meat. Dr. Platt is having some. gar- 
ments made from hare skins, and will 
have an exhibit of them at the Cham- 
ber of Commerce. He has recently re- 
ceived a fine young buck, which with 
a doe, won the first prize in a hotly- 
contested Belgian hare show. Dr. Platt 
claims that his herd, which now num- 
bers over 300, is at present the only 
herd west of the Rocky Mountains that 
consists of strictly thoroughbred Bel- 
gians, and that they are pedigreed and 
registered.

ON THE SIXTH INST. 


Mourning in the Islands Over the 
One-time Heir Apparent to the 
' Queen's Throne, 


LAID TO REST LAST SUNDAY. 


FUNERAL WAS UNDOUBTEDLY AN 
IMMENSE AFFAIR. 


‘ Suicide’s Remains Reach San Fran- 


cisco—General Manager Krutt- 
schnitt’s Order—Dr. Wiegand 
is Coming Back. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

HONOLULU, March 8, via San Fran- 
cisco, March 17.—Princess Kaiulani .is 
dead. She passed away at 2 o'clock 
on the morning of the 6th inst. Her 
father and a number of _ intimate 
friends were by her bedside when 
death occurred. 

The cause of death is attributed to 
contracted 
while the Princess 
was on a visit to the Island of Hawaii. 

Princess Kaiulani was the daughter 
of Princess Miriam Kekauluohi Lik- 
like and Gov. A. S. Cleghorn. She 
was bron October 16, 1875. On March 
9, 1891, Liliuokalani proclaimed Kiau- 
lani heir apparent to the throne of 
Hawaii and the United States war- 
ship Mohican, then port, fired 
twenty-one guns in honor thereof. 

The funeral of the dead Princess will 
take place on Sunday, March 12, from 


__Kawaihao, the old native church. It 


will be an immense affair, and will 
follow closely after the order of that 
of Kalakaua in 1891, and will be on 
a similar scale. There will be a grand 
marshal, police, troops, band, consular 
corps and divisions in the procession 
for various elements of the commun- 


ity. 

When President Dole was informed 
of the death of the Princess he called 
his Cabinet together’ in order that a 
proper course might be suggested with 
regard to the funeral ceremonies. __ 
Jt was ordered that the flag be put 
“at half mast on the government buiid- 
ing on the day. of the funeral. The 
consuls were notified of this action by 
the government, but as they are ac- 
credited to the government at Wash- 
ington, no request could be made. AS 
a fact, all the consuls placed their 
flags at half mast. 

Mr. Cleghorn thanked the President 
the kindly . interest 
they had shown, and said that he con- 
sidered it best to have the lying in 
state at Aniahau, the deceased .Prin- 
cess’s own home, and on Wednesday 
and Saturday at Kawaihao Church, ‘in 
which place the funeral services, ac- 
cording to the rites of the Episcopal 
church, would. be held on Sunday. 

From Kawaihao Church, the body 
of the Princess will be taken to its 
final resting place in the mausoleum. 
The services of the First Regiment, 
N.G.H., as an escort, were offered 
by the government, and were accepted. 
It is likely that the engineers at Camp 
McKinley will also turn out. 

Arrangements will likely be made 
for the firing of minute guns while 
the procession is moving toward the 
cemetery. 

Today the body of Kaiulani lies in 
state at Ainarau. On a ceatafvicue 
shrouded under purest white all that 
is mortal of the Princess rests, while 
an almost ceascless procession of those 


who come to pay her memory the trib- 


ute of a tear passes by. 

The catafalque is placed in the mid- 
dle of the large front room of the 
house. At the head stand two officers 
ef the President's staff in full uniform. 
On either side four women chosen 
from among her friends, each in black, 
wearing a royal feather cape, stand 
waving royal kahilia in funereal uni- 
eon. In the room are all the emblems 
of royal mourning. 

Over the face of the Princess is 
loosely thrown a white veil. Over the 
shroud white flowers have been strewn. 
The room is darkened and the air is 
heavy with perfume of flowers, which 
have been coming all day, the tributes 
of friends and of people of her Ha-- 
waiian race. So many of these have 
been sent thst fit is impossible to lay 
all of them nezr the catafalque. 

Under the great banyan trees in frert 
of the house there has been ail day 
a gathering of a hundred or more Ha- 
waiians sitting for the mast part in 
unbroken silence. .4* intervals, Dotiu in 
this group ard in other groups absut 
the house and grouncs.

RUSSIAN BOUNDARY LINE, 


Finlanders Claim to Have Found 
One Making Klondike American. 
{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 
SEATTLE, March 17.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] Five Finlanders claim to 
have discovered evidence of the actual 
Russian boundary line from hieroglyph- 
ies on old mounds which, if established, 
will’ make the Klondike within the 
American boundary. Consul McCook 
was visited by a Finlander, who gavé 
his name as Charles Waisner. He rep- 
resented a party of four fellow coun- 
trymen who had just arrived from the 
McQuestin River, where they had been 
since last summer on a 

trip. 

While there, he said, they had come 
across a series of mounds constructed 
‘af loose stones, upon which appeared a 
number of regularly engraved hiero- 
glyphics.

STIRRING PHILIPPINE EVENTS, 


End of a California Deserter—W ide. 
spread Fighting. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. } 
SAN FRANCISCO, March 17.—The 
following mail advices have been re- 
ceived by the Associated Press, dated 
Manila. February 13: 
The stirring events of the past week 
have followed each other in such rapid 
succession that it is a difficult matter 
to arrange them chronologically, much 
less relate them in detail. The num- 
ber of troops engaged and the amount 
of territory covered by the American 
forces, as they have swept everything 
before them since the outbreak of hos- 
tilities with the rebellious natives, add 

to the difficult very materially. 

That trouble with Aguinaldo’s forces 
encamped outside the city was immi- 
nent and inevitable, had been apparent 
ever since the rebel leader issud his 
proclamation demanding independence: 
but the American authorities had 
averted it so often by the exercise of 
such rare discretion and patience that 
until the first blood had been shed no. 
one reallv believed that it had come, 
and that the breach was irreparable. 

All day on the fatal 4th of February 
there had been rumors of the receipt 
by Aguinaldo of messages from his 
Washington representative, Agoncillo, 
counselling action immediately if he 
desired to avert the ratification of the 
peace treaty; but no one paid much at- 
tention to them, since it was known 
that only forty-eight hours remained 
before the Senate would act. Other 
rumors and the sudden disappearance 
of native servants about the same 
time were also discussed indifferently, 
but no alarm was created thereby, and 
there was the usual Saturday bustle 
in the city up to the time the stores 
closed. The story of the outbreak and 


subsequent fighting has been. covered

END OF A DESERTER. 

The American, a daily paper pub- 
lished here, says: 

“Ex-Corporal John W. Hays of Co. 
D. First California Volunteers, a 
traitor and deserter, has found his just 
end. His body now lies in a trench 
dug to bury the enemies of his country 
Who fell in battle, with no slab at his 


head. his name forever hated by his 


own regiment. 

“Hays came with his regiment to 
Manila. Last October he married a 
Filipino, and two days later deserted 
to the insurgent line. This was the 
last his regiment heard or cared to 
hear about him, until yesterday, when 
burving the dead insurgents, they 
came across his dead body riddled with 


bullets. with the clothes of a first 
lieutenant of the insurgents.”’ 
The fighting continues every’ day, 


and in all cases the Americans made 
the Filipinos seek. cover to escape the 
shower of American bullets. The regi- 
ments engaged, both regulars and vol- 
unteers. fought with the greatest en- 
thusiasm. and were with difficulty re- 
strained from advancing beyond the 
regular firing lines established by the 
commanding general. The tactics of 
the Americans in fighting were a 
revelation to the Filipinos. Our men 
were ready and‘anxious to figbt at all 
hours of the day and night. They did 
not waste their ammunition, however, 
but waited until they saw a mark to 
shoot at. 

The fate of Dr. Harry Young, sur- 
geon of the Utah Battery, who was 
murdered bv the Filipinos, caused in- 
tense anger among the American 
troops. and but for the efforts of cool- 
headed officers. some of the captured 
insurgents would have fared badly. Dr. 
Young in some way got beyond the 
lines near the waterworks, and was 
captured by’ the insurgents. They 
stripped off his clothes, and.cut him 
and his horse in a frightful manner. 
The bodv was recovered, and will be 
sent to the United States. 


CONSTITUTIONAL AMENDMENTS. 


Pacific Beard of Fire Underwriters 
Takes Important Action. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

DEL MONTE, March 17.—The mat- 
ter of constitutional amendments was 
opened today by the Board of Fire Un- 
derwriters of the Pacific Coast. Two 
amendments were passed, which mean 
much to the management of fire insur- 
ance business on the Pacific Coast, es- 
pecially with regard to companies that 
are not members of the Pacific board. 

The first amendment provides that a 


principal, representative *or general 
manager may only represent board 
companies and not non-board com- 


panies. and the second amendment per- 
mits any company, whether board or 
non-board to have one local agent in 
San Francisco. 

This action virtually closes the Pa- 
cific Coast business to companies not 
belonging to the Pacific board. The 
auestion of rates for San Francisco was 
then considered, but no action was 
taken.

HEROIC RESCUES. 

One of the most thrilling scenes of the 
fire—at a time when the building was a 
seething cauldron of ftlame—was the 
heroic reseue of several women: from 
the upper stories. One had been car- 
ried down from the fifth story. Mrs. 
A. H. Fuller of Pittsburgh then: ap- 
peared with her maid at the window of 
the fourth story. It seemed an age be- 
fore the ladder was lowered. Firemen 
ran up and with” great difficulty 
brought down Mrs. Fuller and her 
maid. Just as she was gotten out of 
the window, a middle-aged woman ap- 
peared at a window just north of that 
at which the ladder’ was placed. 

The woman, fearing she would not 
be rescued, prepared to jump. She.was 
warned to keep back, and became 
panic-stricken and stepped back into 
the dense smoke.

a system at this time is the scarcity of 
funds, due to the expenses incident to 
the smallpox cases, which have been 
a constant drain upon the funds of the 
health department. In order to offset 
any such drainage, and realizing that 
the city has been put to extraordinary 
expense in dealing with the smallpox 
cases, the Gamewell Company has pre- 
pared to submit a proposition which 
will go far toward placing that system 
in the favor of the Councilmen. It 
will propose that, inasmuch as the city 
has been put to unusual expense during 
the past year, the company will deliver 
all that is called for in the call for bids 
and will not expect any pay for the 
same for one year. It will be further 
understood that for the ffirst year 
thereafter the only payment desired 
will be the rental of the fifty boxes, 
which will amount to $1800, that 
amount to be taken from the purchase 
price when the system is finally paid 
for. The company will place its sys- 
tem in this city free of freight charges 
and will install the central office fix- 
tures free.

Forestry Leectures—Baseball Game 
on the Campas. 

The first lecture on “Forestry” was 


Prof. L. J. Stabler yesterday 
in the biological room of the college 
at 19 o'clock. ‘“‘Scil:and Soil Physics” 
was the general topic discussed. Capil- 
attraction, or the power of dif- 
ferent kinds of soil to draw water from 
the lower strata, was the first point 
taken up. He asserted that soils vary 
greatly in the power with which they 
water, varying with the form 
and size of the interstices between the 
particles. Some kinds of 
able to establish by this method a 
natural system of sub-irrigation. 

The sources of moisture for plants 
and the capacity of various soils to 
hold water was also discussed by the 
speaker. Hydrographic moisture, water 
of surface streams and atmospheric 
mist are the chief fountains of supply 
for the plant. Black adobe soil has been 
found to have the greatest power of 
conserving. moisture. 

Abbot Kinney followed with a speech 
on the “Policy of and the Reason for 
Forestry.’ Where there is vegetation 
the water in the soil is retained very 
much longer than where the surface of 
the ground is exposed to the’sun. Also 
the direct effect of plant life is to in- 
duce more rainfall. Forestry supervi- 
sion is a great necessity, especially to 
guard against the encroachments of 
sheep, whose sharp hoofs cut out the 
herbage and by close feeding have so 
reduced the productive power of the

} ‘logical candidate” for the Presidency 


of the Cuban republic—assuming that 
such a republic is to-be formed. When 
the action of the Assembly was first 
made known to him, he declared that 
he was weary of public life, and de- 
sired only to retire to his plantation 
and spend his remaining days in peace 
and quiet. But, after the enthusiastic 
gathering in his honor on Wednesday 
evening, at which most of the speak- 
crs insisted on declaring him to be the 
inevitable head of the prospective re- 
publie, Gen. Gomez evidently recon- 
sidered his previously-announced de- 
tcrmination to retire to private life, 
and admitted, by inference, that he 
might accept the responsibility of the 
Presidency, if it were bestowed upon 
him by the- unanimous vote of the 
Cuban people. 

There is little doubt that Gen. Gomez 
would receive the practically unani- 
mous vote of the Cuban people for 


President, if the Cuban people were 


in a position to express their choice of 
a leader. It is to be hoped that they 
Will be in such a position - ere many 
months have elapsed. If, when the 
people of Cuba are prepared to choose 
a President, the choice shall fall upon 
Maximo Gomez, it will have fallen 
upon worthy shoulders. If any man 


in Cuba is capable of guiding the new 


republic to success, that man is the 
one who has led the long and _ bitter 
struggle for independence. Though 
more or less erratic in some respects, | 
he has proved himself to possess the 
essential qualifications of leadership. . 
He is brave, strong, honest, and in- 
dependent. -In a marked degree he 
possesses qualifications which fit him 
for the onerous duties.and responsibil- 
ities that will devolve upon the first 
President of the Cuban republic. He 
is, in his sphere, a statesman as well 
ws a Warrior. He knows the people of 
Cuba, and understands their peculiar- 
ities of temperament better, perhaps, 
than any other man. His elevation to 
the Presidency would inspire general 
confidence in the integrity and wisdom 
of his administration. If health and 
strength were spared him for the 
task, he could place the new republic 
upon a solid and enduring basis, it 
any man in Cuba could accomplish 
such a result. 

Much remains to be done, however, 
before the people of Cuba will be in a 
position to elect a President. The 
military. government established by 
the United States will in the  inter- 
vening time preserve order, protect the 
Cubans against the consequences ot 
their own inexperience, and assist 
them in arriving at a condition 
affairs which will make the organiza- 
tion of a stable government possible. 
There is not much doubt that Maximo 
Gomez, if his life be spared, will be 
the first President of Cuba Libre.

“It is true 
that the town was burned in the night 
time, endangering the lives of all its 
women and children. It is true that 


| I had offered heavy rewards for the 


apprehension of the incendiaries, and 
that the negroes had been arrested and 
some had confessed and implicated 
others in the crime. But it was cow- 
ardly and barbarous to slaughter 
them as the mob did after they had 
been arrested and’ were in the hands 
of officers of the law, awaiting trial. 


—| The law was adequate for their pun- 


ishment and there Was no doubt of. 
their speedy trial and punishment if 
convicted. 

“Until recently there was no race 
friction in the State. The Georgia ne- 
gro is not naturally vicious nor pre- 
disposed to the commission of atrocious 
crimes. This was demonstrated during 
the years of slavery. The Georgia 
white man is not his enemy as he has 
had abundant reason to know since 
he became a free citizen. Such out- 
rages as this never or seldom occurred 
inthis State, until. regiments of in- 
solent, drunken negro 
scum of the dives of the cities North 
and South, were quartered here and in 
the State and in the South. 

“A mob of negro soldiers ran riot 
in Tampa and outraged women in 
broad daylight. Another gang of 
drunken vagabonds in Macon defied 
and tried to fire on the police. For 
months another regiment of these law- 
less vagabonds, wearing the uniform 
of the United States soldier, terror- 
ized Chickamauga and the town of 
Lytle in North Georgia, to say noth- 
ing of the Griffin episode and other sim- 
ilar occurrences. They had to be es- 
ecorted through every Southern city 
through which they passed after they 
were discharged, by a battalion of po- 
lice, to prevent their looting the stores 
and terrorizing the people.

STORM IS ENDED, 


TEN INCHES OF SNOW AT BEAR 
VALLEY CAUSES JOY.

General 


Satisfaction Everywhere 
Felt—Over an Inch of Rain in 
This City—Normal Fall from 


This Time on Amounts to Three 
Inches, 


The storm has gone. But has 
left behind it throughout the entire 
State an increased confidence and an 
assurance of fair crops at least. In 
this city the precipitation amotinted to 
1.08 inches, making the total for the 
season 3.99 inches. Throughout all 
Southern California the precipitation 
has averaged something like those 
figures, in some localities falling a lit- 
tle below them, and in others rising 
above them. 

Probably the most critical 
were in the-fnterior of San  Dtego 
county, and at Bear Valley, from 
which Redlands and other localities 
derive their water supply. Reports

points 


from San Diego are of a good rainfall 


through the interior, while in response 
to inquiries yesterday morning it was 
learned that the snowfall at Bear Val- 
ley amounted to about ten inches, the 
equivalent of about two inches of rain. 
Considering the large area of moun- 
tain land which drains into Bear Vala 
ley. it is evident that the snow is of 
sufficient importance to go a long way 
toward carrying that section through 
the summer, while the same authority 
States that there is a large amount of 
water in the Santa Ana River, and this 
will undoubtedly be utilized to give 
‘the land @ most thorough soaking to 
gma it against, a short summer sup- 
piv 

This same practice will undoubtedly 
prevail over this entire section of the 
State, that the impounded water and 
the summer flow can be conserved as 
much as possible. All the streams are 
now running high, and for the next 


few weeks there will 


for soaking the land, in addition .to the 
moisture which has fallen directly | 
upon it. 

Thus the storm wipes out any pos- 
sibility of any irrigated section suffer- 
ing anything worse than a little incon- 
venience in the use of water. 

Local Forecast Official Franklin of 
the Weather Bureau yesterday looked 
up the record, and found that. the 
normal rains’ from: March 18 to the 
close of the wet season amounts to al- 
most exactly three inches. If Southern 
California should, therefore, have the 


normal supply of water for the. bal- |- 


ance of the season, it would be in 
splendid condition, and as it is, the 
crops are in ah encouraging condition, 
from Santa Barbara to San Diego. —. 

Of course. it goes without saying 
that the supply of the various towns 
for domestic purposes is now all right. 
This city. was considered in a safe con- 
dition before the rain, and now it has 
a supply very far beyond any possible 
consumption. 

Yesterday there was received at the 
office of the Chamber of Commerce a 
communication addréssed to Prof. T. 
S. C. Lowe. which he referred to that 
body. with the comment that it ap- 
peared to be designed for the Chamber 
of Commerce people. It came from 
Ohio, and was written by a woman. 
She said that she had on several oc- 
casions made it rain, and referred to 
her pastor as willing to testify to the 
same. Her method is to designate in 
her prayers the specific date on which 
she wishes it to rain, evidently feeling

The opinion 
fin substance was that the act was one that 
meeded the approval of Congress to enact, 
and would: need similar authority to revoke. 
Despite this the veto was turned down, only 
six. all Republicans. voting with the Gov- 
-ernor in both houses. The act is designed 
to head off lega! demand for the payment of 
the fraudulent, though poss‘bly legal. bonds 
issued by Pima county in aid of the Tucson 
and Globe narrowgauge railway.” 
Murphy's income-tax bill. killed in the 
Council. was among the most ambitious 
measures Of the session. It not only carn a 
out the spirit of the Democratic nat’ nal 
platform, but would have served as well to 
have taxed the mines on ther output, and 
the railroads on the business they hand’e.

BIXBY’S GRANITE PROVISIONALLY 
CONTRACTED FOR. 


San Pedro Mountain Now Being 
Opened Up by Harbor Contrac- 
tors at Prof. Watts’s Suggestion. 
Only Three Miles from the Har- 


— 


Superintendent J. S. Anunson of the 
San Pedro: Harbor work, has exam- 
ined San Pedro Mountain and yes- 
terday placed his foreman, Van Fleet, 
there with several men and orders 
to hire as many more men as may be 

necesary to open up the granite 


prospect. 
~“T was there only a short time,” says 
Mr. Anunson, ‘‘and looked at the side 
toward the ocean. It promises as well 
as the Terminals’ quarry near Pasa- 
dena did at first, and we have found 
the Terminal’s stone satisfactory for 
the breakwater work. We will prefer 
San Pedro Mountain if it proves good 
granite, because it is a cheaper propo- 
sition. 
“The side toward the ocean is not the 
most ‘promising side, but we are tack- 
ling that first because if it opens up 
well on that side we can transport 
the stone down to the harbor on grav- 
ity cars. On the inland side I think 
it is: better, but if we use it from 
there we will have to build a small 
railroad down to the harbor. We will 
open the place up as we did at San 
Clemente with blasting and tunneling.” 
This granite is on the Bixby ranch 
and was examined a year and a half 
ago by Prof. W. L. Watts of the State 
Mining Bureau, who, at that time made 
a-map of it and gave a copy to Mr. 
Bixby. Upon seeing in The Times last 
week a mention of Prof..Watts's the- 
ory that breakwater stone existed 
there, Mr. Bixby telephoned to Prof. 
Watts and was told to look up his 
map, which. he did, with the result 
that the stone was located. Mr. Anun- 
son says a deal satisfactory both to 
Bixby and the contractors has been 
made, and it will be known in a few 
days whether rock can be had within 
three miles of the harbor.

So we cannot con- 
sider Spokane. 

“f am much in favor of Oakland, but 
will investigate the facilities for elec- 
tric power in Los Angeles before de- 
ciding. We are offered coal at Oak- 
land at $3 a ton. If we can get 
tric power here for no great cost, we 
would prefer electricity, as that is the 
the coming factory power. I am here 
to talk with your Chamber of Com- 
merce and electric men. We will cer- 


‘tainly choose some California town.”’.

COMMITTEE RAISED TO HELP FREE 

HARBOR CELEBRATION. 

Pasadena Will Lend a Hand in the 
Jubilee — Excitement Over Dog 
Poisoning on West Side. 

Lives of Children Endangered—A 
Chance of Seeing an Admiral. 


PASADBPNA, March 17.—[Regular Corre 
spondence.] There was a good attendance 
at the. meeting held in the Board of Trade 
rooms this afternoon in behalf of the Free 
Harbor celebration at San Pedro and Los 
Angeles. President Edwards of the Board 
of Trade presided. Secretary Parsons of 
the celebration committee, and Will A. Har- 
ris addressed the meeting briefly, urging that 
Pasadena be represented in the demonstra- 
tion, and requesting financial assistance for 
the committee in meeting the expenses of 
the affair. They spoke particularly of the 
point made by Senator White, that the cele- 
bration will be a clincher for the harbor, 
and insure the completion of the great work 
already begun. There are strong forces yet 
at work against the enterprise, they said, 
and if the people show by a grand display 
of enthusiasm and determination how dear 
to them the completion of the harbor is, it 
will be a knock-down for the opposition. 

M. H. Weight, who is on the Finance 
Committee for Pasadena, explained what the 
Finance Committee wished to do, and asked 
Pasadena to contribute to the general fund 
for the jubilee. . 

A resolution indorsing the programme for 
the celebration was enthusiastically carried. 
Then the question of how to help it along 
was discussed. C. C. Brown said that he 
thought Pasadena would be willing to raise 
$1000; but would insist on spending the money 
in a representation of this city in the pro- 
utting it into the general fund. 
President Edwards of the Board of Trade 
roposed to help 
o-it in the way 
they want us to, raising a sum of money 
and putting it into the common purse for the 
défrayal of expenses. 

There was a general expression of opinion 
on this question... It was suggested that 
Pasadena put float or several tally-hos 
into the parade. Principal Graham of the 
public schools, being called upon, said the 
schools would not be willing to do the im- 
mense amount of work necessary to deco- 
rate tally-hos, and President Edwards said 
that was the situation at Throop. The pre- 
vailing sentiment, however, was strongly in 
favor of spending what money might be 
raised here for the jubilee in some repre- 
sentation of Pasadena, instead of giving it 
to the Los Angeles committee. 

All arrangements were finally referred to 
a committee of seven to work with Mr, 
Weight, to raise money and appropriate it 
as they may see fit. President Edwards ap- 
ge the following as that committee:

ALARMED BY THE DOG POISONER. 

There is a genuine sensation on the west 
side. of the town among the owners of the 
fine mansions there situated, over the 
work of the dog poisoner. Three of the 
most valuable dogs in the city have been 
poisoned within a few weeks, and what has 
brought the excitement and indignation to a 
climax is the second attempt within twenty- 
four hours to kill ‘‘Bern,’’ the magnificent St. 
Bernard owned by John B. Miller of Grand 
avenue. Night before last the dog got a dose 
of strychnia, but a veterinary pulled him 
through. This morning the dog was again 
poisoned in the same manner, and tonight he 
is hovering between life and death, with as 
many attentions paid to him as if he were 
a human being. 

The deviltry was done by means of mutton 
chops, cooked and split open and loaded 
with strychnia. One of these was picked up 
on Mr. Miller’s lawn this morning. It was 
an elegant thick: chop, broiled to a turn, with 
the strychnia deftly inserted. It looked ap- 
petizing and would have been a tempting 
morsel for any hungry person. What alarms 
Mr. Miller and the neighbors having chil- 
dren is the thought that there is prowling 
about such a reckless and determined fiend, 
scattering deadly morsels on their lawns 
every day, where children are liable to get 
them, to say nothing of dogs. The feeling 
is intense, and every effort will be made to 
catch the scoundrel who has been doing the 
murderous business. Mr. Miller has offered 
@ reward of $500 for evidence leading to 
the conviction of the poisoner, and will -put 
a private detective on bis track.

SAN -DLEGO COUNTY. 


ONLY THE EDGE cF THE STORM 
VISITED SAN DIEGO, 


Wells Being Sunk in the Sreet- 
water Valley—War Department 
Asks for Details of Proposed 
Army Post Site, | 


SAN DIEGO, March 17.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The rain which began falling 
at noon yesterday was somewhat of a dis- 
appointment to the people in this section. It 
had barely got well started when the wind 
shifted from the south to the west, and then 
to the northwest. In less than an hour

drop fell during the remaénder of the day. 
The fall amounted to .07 of an inch in the 
city..One heavy shower went entirely around 
the city and appeared to empty its precious 
burden miles to the east and southeast. 
Some sections of the back country did. not 
fare much better than San Diego. Chula 
fista was almost entirely overlooked, and 
in the Santa Maria Valley, where thousands 
of acres*’have been sown to grain, only .20 
of an inch fell. The heaviest precipitation 
in the county was at Mesa Grande, where a 
full inch was recorded. Julian had half an 
inch, and the same amount fell at Morena 
dam. Nearly half an inch fell at Escondido, 
with prospects of more. It is believed -that 


the crops around Escondido will give’a 
heavy yield, even if no more rain falls, 
though more would be beneficial. The pre- 


cipitation will prove a great tonic to the 
dying grain in all parts of the back country, 
and with later rains good crops may be 
harvested. 

The wind veered around.to the south again 
at midnight. and an hour later theré was 
quite a brisk shower. Several other show- 
ers have fallen up to noon, bringing the 
rainfall in the city up to .44 ef an inch. 
The back -country reports a heavier rain- 


fall, with snow at Julian. At Cuyamaca 
2.38 inches fell, at Chula Vista and Escon- 
dido .75 of an inch, and at El Cajon .686 of 


an inch. Although the indications are for 
more rain, the forecast is for fair weather 
tonight, with frost in the interior.

This is also the opinion 
of the consulting physician who was called 
in this morning to assist in the diagnosis of 
the case. But notwitlistanding this fact it 
has been decided to keep the woman isolated 
and to watch'the case very closely. 
Health Officer says that at the present time 
he is unable to say just what the disease is; 
that in some ways it sifongly resembles the 
first stages of smallpox: that he is satisfied 
it is not chickenpox, and that he is now of 
the opinion that it is not sinallpox.
